In particular, no prior art could be 
found to teach the claimed client-side load balancing system wherein a load-balancing 
script is received from a webpage and automatically run by the client after the client 
accesses the webpage. After attaining current response times of the mirror servers, the 
load-balancing script then selects the quickest mirror server to handle the user's next 
request.
